(Although the Russian communi­ 
que said nothing of a direct attack 
on G erm an soil in East Prussia, 
Berlin reported massed Soviet tank 
assaults on the East Prussian gar­ 
rison a t the port of Memel and a 
large-scale Red army attack across 
the Narew river in northern Poland 
on the lower side of Blast P ru s­ 
sia.) 
While the Riga battle was in prog­ 
ress, the Germ ans attem pted an am 
amphibious strike from the sea ai 
Palanga, on the Bautic coast in 
western Lithuania 14 miles

Memel, but the Russian communi­ 
que said Red army planes and a r­ 
tillerym en sank four of 24 barges 
in which the enemy approached 
The communique said hundreds of 
G erm ans were killed or drowned.

Young Dynamic Speaker 
Young, the dynam ic type, warns 
th at Jap an m ust be utterly crushed 
As head of the Tokio bureau of 
INS for 13 years, he was im pris­ 
oned as the result of his accurate 
reporting of Jap an 's m ilitaristic In­ 
tentions and her barbarity in occu­ 
pied China. For 61 days he was 
held in solitary confinem ent while 
his captors sought to force 
from 
him the admission th a t certain of 
his news stories to which the Im­ 
perial 
government 
objected 
were 
false. 
Goette (pronounced G etty) 
was 
chief correspondent in China for 
INS for 20 years. Cool and unflur­ 
ried. he has covered wars and revo­ 
lutions ever since he .started his 
career. He traveled with both the 
2hine.se and Japanese armies. 
Young is author of the book and 
motion picture, "Behind The Ris­ 
ing S u n ’’ and "M anchurian Ex­ 
press.” Goette is author of the book 
Japan Fights For 
Asia ”

axis, the Tafts, G irdlers, and H an­ 
nas of Ohio. 
Explains Industrial Action 
The vice president departed from 
hi*/prepared text to declare it was 
necessary "to take industry by the 
scrulf of the neck" to place it in 
the war effort. “Of course, when 
they were throw n in, they really did 
swim-—with 
excellent 
cooperation 
of labor.” he added. 
‘ No red blooded American,” W il­ 
li* declared in Columbus, “can toler­ 
ate a combination like the H illm an- 
Browder-Roosevelt m achine; and no 
m an is fit to be president who clears 
anything with anybody except Con­ 
gress and the American people.
